third congress reassembled today for 
its third and concluding session. 
President Wilson will deliver his 
annual address, in person, tomorrow, 
from the rostrum in the hall of the 
house before a joint session, outlin­ 
ing the administration program. Un­ 
til that is fully disclosed, the work 
which will be undertaken during the 
comparatively few remaining days in 
the life of this congress, which does 
at noon March 4, remains undefined, 
except that the usual appropriation 
bills are likely to receive first and 
chief attention. 
Whether the Sixty- 
fourth congress, chosen at the No­ 
vember elections, will be called in 
special session or will not assemble 
before another year no one can pre­ 
dict with certainty. 
After six weeks of 
respite 
from 
legislative 
grinding, 
during 
which 
many participated 
in 
the 
political 
campaign members of both houses 
assembled prepared to go on with 
‘lie unfinished business left over from 
fhe last session. 
That the general 
appropriation bills would be difficult 
*o complete before March 4 if much 
ither legislation were to intervene 
was the ** 
sensus of opinion among 
leaders 
of 
both dominant parties. 
What circumstances may arise from 
he European war or changed condi- 
ions in Mexico may be the deciding 
nfluence in the meeting time of the 
lext congress with its new host of 
epublicans in the house. 
With the falling of the gavels in 
loth houses today many legislators 
some of them prominent figures for 
fears in the political life of the na 
ion, turn their faces toward private 
ife. for this session of congress is 
.heir last unless 
changing 
fortunes 
*eturn them. 
Senators Root.^of New* York; Bur- 
on, of Ohio; Perkins, of California; 
Bristow, of Kansas; 
Crawford,

South Dakota; Stephenson, of Wis 
’on—all republicans—and Thornton, 
if Louisiana, and White, of Alabama 
iemocrats, will go out of office at the 
md of the session. 
In the house. Representatives Un 
lerwood, of Alabama; Hardwick, o' 
Georgia, and Broussard, of Louisiana 
ire serving their last terms before 
heir elevation to the senate of the 
lext congress. 
Among prominent house democrats

A. Mitchell Palmer, of

committee; Stanley E. 
Bowdle, of Ohio, who will return the 
seat he took from former Representa- 
ive Nicholas Longworth; Robert J.

States for war.

The first calendar business before 
the house today was the cotton relief 
legislation urged by Representative 
Henry, of Texas, and others, who al­ 
most prevented adjournment of the 
last session by insisting on it. 
The 
general understanding among mem­ 
bers of both houses was that presi­ 
dent Wilson would press the bill for 
government purchase of ocean steam­ 
ships; the measure to pave the way 
for ultimate independence of the Phil­ 
ippines, and the measures proposing 
a comprehensive plan of dealing with 
waterway improvement and conserva­ 
tion of natural resources. 
A general waterway bill to estab­ 


lish a nation-wide system of broad 
scope, such as has been indorsed by a 
committee of the cabinet, will prob­ 
ably be urged. 
Many other important subjects are 
pending. 
Included in the list. is the 
rural credits bill prepared at the last 
session. There have been intimations 
that the measure .it ght not be press­ 
ed at the short session, the view be­ 
ing that the federal reserve system 
should be gB en a chance to perfect 
itself before HJO other financial leg­ 
islation should be undertaken. 
The 
immigration bill, which failed at the 
last session with its literacy test, is 
pending in the senate. 
Representa­ 
tive Hobson has begun to urge ac­ 
tion on a resolution for a national 
prohibition constitutional amendment 
to provide for woman suffrage. Both 
are pending in the house. Good roads 
egislation, reorganization of the civil 
service and a bill to regulate the out­ 
put of radium also await action. 
Foreign affairs are certain to occu­ 
py attention of the senate. 
The ad 
ministration is said to desire action 
on the Nicaraguan treaty, through 
which the United States would 
ac­ 
quire 
another 
interoceanic 
canal 
route and naval station rights in the 
Ray of Fonseca for $3,000,000. It also 
hopes for action on the pending 
treaty with Colombia to settle the 
partition of Panama for $25,000,000. 
Opposition to both treaties is prom­ 
ised by republicans of the foreign re­ 
lations committee. 
In preliminary discussions of ap­ 
propriations the estimates 
for 
the 
new federal trade commission to su­ 
pervise the business 
of 
industrial 
corporations 
are 
prominent. 
The 
board will be organized in the near 
future. President Wilson has said he 
will appoint its five members early 
in the winter. 
Lively debate also is 
expected over the rivers and harbors 
appropriation bill, which 
has 
been 
under consideration ever 
since 
the 
old bill was filibustered to death in 
the last session and a blanket appro 
priation of $20,000,000 was substituter 
to carry on public w'orks already un 
der way. In the main, however, it is 
believed 
that chief attention wil 
have to be given to the usual supply 
bills of the government in order to 
complete them before this congress 
ends by operation of law on March 
4, next.

Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. 7.—Christ 
mas is a time of joy and good cheer 
and hearts should not be saddened on 
this sacred day by the burning of 
homes or the injury to our loved 
ones through our carelessness,” says 
Superintendent Charles G. Revelle, of 
the state insurance 
department, 
in 
warning issued today against the use 
of combustibles in decorating Christ­ 
mas trees. 
“When the Christmas tree is trim­ 
med it is nothing more nor less than 
a big torch, ready to be ignited. The 
tree is always an evergreen whose 
twigs are full of rosin. It is trimmed 
with festoons of tissue 
paper 
and 
wreaths of dry leaves 
wrhicb 
will 
burn with a flash. Many of the pres­ 
ents are made of celluloid, which ex­ 
plodes when heated and burns fierce­ 
ly. 
Other presents are covered with 
lace or embroidery, which may be 
lighted by a spark, and the Christmas 
paper bells, the netting of which the 
candy bags are made, and the dry 
painted wood in the toys are easily 
ignited. 
In the excitement of these 
Christmas 
exercises 
children 
are 
sometimes difficult to control and 
accidents frequently happen. 
“Last Christmas, 
while 
attending 
the Christmas exercises of a school, 
many of us saw a beautifully trimmed 
and lighted tree with the floor un­ 
derneath the tree covered with highly 
inflammable cotton to represent snow. 
One of the exercises of the evening 
was a song by six little girls, who 
marched ’round and ’round the tree 
while singing. What would have hap­ 
pened had one of these little girls 
dropped her candle or had one fallen 
from the tree is awful to contem­ 
plate. 
“Cotton should never be used to 
represent snow', either on or under a 
tree, because the same effect can be 
obtained by using asbestos or mineral 
wool, which is safe. Care should be 
taken to see that candles are secure­ 
ly fastened to the tree and arranged 
so that they cannot set fire to the 
branches of the tree or the presents 
hung upon them. 
“Always extinguish the candles be­ 
fore beginning to remove the gifts 
from the tree. 
“Last year a number of fires and 
serious accidents resulted fiom not 
taking proper precautions in regard 
to Christmas trees 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Christmas Tree Dont’s. 
Don’t leave the lighted tree un­ 
watched. 
Don’t put cotton beneath the tree 
to make the carpet look like snow 
covered ground. 
Don’t let children touch the tree. 
Don’t use festoons of ordinary tis­ 
sue paper or cotton batting on trees. 
Don’t use ornaments made of cellu­ 
loid. 
Don’t remove presents 
from 
the 
tree 
until 
the 
candles are extin­ 
guished. 
Don’t permit a draft of air to swTay 
the branches of the tree while can­ 
dles are lighted.

If the newspapers, through their 
reporters, or the people, through any 
instrumentality, would quietly bring 
to the knowledge of our courts facts 
even within their knowledge much 
good might be accomplished. 
Under present laws and present 
conditions these m atters come before 
the court by pleadings 
in 
regular 
form and by 
evidence 
supporting 
these pleadings, and thereon decrees 
are granted. 
There no doubt are 
often circumstances that if known to 
the court would materially affect the 
result. 
There is, however, no ade­ 
quate method of bringing this knowl­ 
edge to the court, and the court must 
act and decide from the evidence as 
presented.

world at the present time. 
John 3:16 
refers to the love of God for the lost 
world of mankind, the hum an race 
which was condemned in Adam. 
He 
so l^red the race th at he gave his only 
begotten Son to redeem i t Jesus ta st­ 
ed death for every man. 
H e gave 
himself a ransom for all (see Romans 
5:18). 
So, while the Lord’s followers 
are exhorted to set their affections on 
things above and not on things of the 
earth, they are also instructed to do 
good unto- all men, and to love even 
their enemies, those who would do 
them a wrong..
